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Give School Library Standards 
A Priority

Reading and the love of reading is the 
kernel of our entire instructional program. 
The first step in educating our youth is to 
develop reading ability and then to furnish 
reading materials which will create a thirst 
for knowledge, and instill a keen desire to 
find out what others are thinking. The mod- 
ern reading program and the school library 
go hand in hand, and each year more 
schools are developing their libraries as serv- 
ice and instructional materials centers. We, 
as administrators, board members, and 
teachers, know this, but we are often so 
busy with other demands of the school pro- 
gram that we neglect the library. We do not 
give it the priority it should have, and 
many times we spend money for items and 
projects that should take second place to 
library needs, even though we know that 
books are of the utmost importance. 

Every librarian has a copy of the 1960 
STANDARDS FOR SCHOOL LIBRARY 
PROGRAMS. We, as administrators, will 
have to admit that we do not become fa- 
miliar with such manuals as we should. In 
this article I want to briefly review the new 
manual of STANDARDS as presented by 
the American Association of School Librar- 
ies. To secure a feeling for the scope of the 
work and the tremendous amount of work 
put into the writing of this publication read 
the PREFACE written by the co-chairmen 
of the Standards Committee, namely, Miss 
Ruth Ersted, Supervisor of School Libraries, 
Minnesota, and Dr. Frances Henne, Asso- 
ciate Professor, Columbia University. 
Twenty-one organizations made up of 
school administrators, teaching groups, lay 
groups, architects, school boards, and librar- 
ians constituted the Standards Committee. 
The National School Boards Association, the 
American Association of School Adminis- 
trators, the National Association of Second- 
ary Principals, the Department of Elemen- 
tary School Principals, guidance and audio- 
visual people, and others were represented 
on the committee. Thirty-eight experts in 
the library field are listed as consultants. 

These national standards are a product of 
several years of intensive research and: are 


presented in one hundred thirty-two pages 
that are very readable and easily understood. 
As one reads, a feeling is developed that 
here is a program dedicated to a service for 
our teachers and our boys and girls for the 
general improvement of instruction. These 
STANDARDS are not only for librarians to 
read but also for school board members, 
superintendents, principals, teachers, coun- 
selors, and lay people who are sincerely in- 
terested in the improvement of their school 
system; they apply to all types of elementary 
and secondary schools whether they be pub- 
lic, independent, or parochial. They are des- 
ignated to be used as guides in planning 
the library program, in planning new build- 
ings with library facilities, in remodeling, 
and in appraising existing libraries. Person- 
nel responsible for planning new libraries 
should read Chapter Eleven. On a national 
and state basis it is important that legisla- 
tors’ attention be called to the millions of 
elementary children and the thousands of 
high school students who do not now have 
the library services and resources they need. 


If we are firm in our belief that the fron- 
tier of education is quality, we must ask 
ourselves if our schools possess real academic 
strength and whether we develop a thirst 
for knowledge,—of really wanting to know. 
The STANDARDS points out to us that 
stocking the library with books and mate- 
rials is not enough, and that we must follow 
through carefully with services to those who 
will use the libraries. The thought is em- 
phasized that “the true concept of a school 
library program means instruction, service, 
and activity throughout the school, rather 
than merely within the four walls of the li- 
brary quarters.” In other words, the library 
is the instructional materials and service 
center of the school. 

It comes somewhat as a shock to read that 
the 1953-1954 report from the United States 
Office of Education states that 75°/ of our 
elementary schools are without school librar- 
ies, about 479% of all schools in the United 
States receive services from classroom collec- 
tions only, about 37% from centralized 1i- 
braries, and 11% received services desig- 
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nated as “any other type of library service.” 

We read in articles critical of education 
that our schools are not doing the job that 
should be done, that over half of the world 
is against our form of government, and that 
we are threatened by a powerful ideological 
force boasting it will overpower and stran- 
gle a free world by an educational system 
developing superiority in diplomatic skill, 
economic productivity, and scientific achieve- 
ment. Common sense tells us that a 
good school library alone will not solve this 
challenge, but it does say that the library is 
a most necessary element of our instruc- 
tional program. 

One of the most effective ways of selling 
the school library to a community or a 
Board of Education is to demonstrate that 
the concomitancy of learning with the abil- 
ity to read depends on having enough of the 
right books to read. Having the right books 
means having reading materials that will 
meet the needs and interests of all boys and 
girls in whom there has been developed a 
love for reading. When we speak of the right 
books, we must also concern ourselves with 
dictionaries, encyclopedias, pamphlets, atlases, 
reference books and a wide scope of other 
items. In addition we must be concerned 
with the proper guidance on the part of li- 
brarians and teachers that the books to be 
read fit the needs and experiences of each 
child. 

Some administrators and school board 
members may contend that the new quanti- 
tative standards are too high and the quali- 
tative standards are not definite. We must 
ask these critics what they mean. Just as 
every pupil has a different need so does 
every community differ in its needs and in 
the ability to meet them. It seems to me 
that it would be wise to expand our library 
programs as far as we can in our effort to 
meet the new standards, and if we can go 
beyond these goals, so much the better, since 
“a man’s reach should exceed his grasp.” 
No one is suggesting in the STANDARDS 
that all schools should have a minimum 
four dollars per pupil book budget regard- 
less of the objectives of the school and the 
library, the number of personnel, the quali- 
fications of the librarian, and other consid- 
erations necessary for good service, but, 
rather, that it is important to be continually 
moving forward to reach a goal that will fit 
a specific community and its needs. Quality 


must be considered before quantity. The 
STANDARDS for SCHOOL LIBRARY 
PROGRAMS will greatly help all schools 
evaluate their library programs and under- 
stand how they rate qualitatively as well as 
quantitatively. There is stress on the service 
to be given by librarians and there is also 
an inference that librarians must be leaders 
because they are in a position to observe the 
strengths and weaknesses of the entire cur- 
riculum. 

School libraries will be influenced by these 
STANDARDS for a long time to come. 
Teachers, principals, superintendents, boards 
of education, lay leaders, and librarians must 
work together to let the public know what 
happens when libraries meet good standards. 
The new STANDARDS must be imple- 
mented! The result will be better learning 
and better teaching. Let all of us in Minne- 
sota put forth every effort possible to achieve 
the objectives of the school library as set 
forth in the 1960 STANDARDS. In so do- 
ing we must give careful thought to the fol- 
lowing principles: 

1. The school library program reflects the 


philosophy of the school and enriches 
all parts of its educational program. 


2. For the individual student, the library 
program offers valuable experiences 
and instruction that start with kinder- 
garten and, expanding its breadth and 
depth, continue through the secondary 
school. This continuity of the library 
program provides for the student a 
cumulative growth in library skills and 
in the development of reading, listen- 
ing, and viewing abilities and tastes. 


3. The true concept of a school library 
program means instruction, service, 
and activity throughout the school 
rather than merely within the four 
walls of the library quarters. All 
phases of the school program are en- 
riched by means of library materials 
and services. The degree to which 
teachers and pupils can and do depend 
on the services, materials, and staff of 
the library measures the extent to 
which the library program is success- 
ful. 

4. Every boy and girl within the school 

is reached by the library program ac- 

cording to his individual needs. 
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Through varied types of materials, the 
collections of the library provide for 
the many kinds of interests that its

users have, for the different levels of 
maturity and ability of the student 
population, and for the wide range of 
demands evoked by the curriculum 
and the services of the modern school. 


7. The library program forms one facet 
of an over-all guidance program in the 
school by making important contribu- 
tions through its teaching, materials, 
and services to the personal, social,

and study where students learn to 
work alone and in groups under the 
guidance of librarians and _ teachers. 
Thus it contributes to the growth and 
development of youth in independent 
thinking, in abilities to study effec- 
tively, and in desirable attitudes to- 


8. School library experiences serve as 
steppingstones to the use of other li- 
brary resources in the community and 
to the formation of a lifetime habit of 
library usage, as well as to pride in 
the ownership of books. 











Neu Guant for Standards 


Receipt of a $100,000 grant to the American Library Association from the 
Council on Library Resources, Inc., Washington, D. C., for use in implementing 
the new Standards for School Library Programs locally, regionally and nationally 
was announced today (Sunday, Nov. 6) by David H. Clift, Executive Director 
of the ALA. 


The Standards, published early in 1960 by the ALA, is the result of six 
years of work by the American Association of School Librarians and representa- 
tives from other professional and lay organizations. It replaces a 1945 publica- 
tion on the subject. | 


“The many changes which have occurred in American Education since 1945 
have been reflected in the new standards. These are needed today in order to 
provide goals for forward-looking schools and to add a further impetus in school 
library improvement both at elementary and secondary levels,” said Miss Mary 
V. Gaver, Professor, Graduate School of Library Service, Rutgers University, 
and chairman of the Standards Committee of the AASL, a division of the ALA 
and a department of the National Education Association. 


The AASL plans an aggressive program to promote the wide knowledge 
and understanding of the standards among the school library profession itself 
and school administrators, chief state school officers, lay groups such as the PTA 
and school board members, teachers, and curriculum workers, in addition to the 
library profession as a whole. 


The new grant will be used to staff the project and provide for necessary 
materials, evaluation and research, field activities for the headquarters staff, and 
for setting up conferences and workshops and evaluation projects at the state and 
local district level. 




















Minnesota Association Of School 
Librarians Meets In St. Paul

Standards for School Library Programs 
provided the theme for the sixth biennial 
state meeting of the Minnesota Association 
of School Librarians on Thursday, October 
20, 1960, in St. Paul. Members of the Ar- 
rangements Committee were Viola Cam- 
pion, Doris Barron and Gertrude Hartung. 

At twelve-thirty, 370 Minnesota school li- 
brarians and their guests gathered at the 
Como Park Junior High School in St. Paul 
for luncheon. The biennial business meet- 
ing opened with a welcome from Mrs. 
Emma Duncan, MASL President. Reports 
from Patricia Brown, Secretary, and Fyrne 
Haugen, Treasurer, followed. The newly 
elected officers were then introduced: Frank 
L. Blonigan, President; Marion Welken, 
Vice-President; Mary Williams, Secretary; 
and Kay Thompson, Treasurer. A major 
concern of the business meeting was the 
voting upon revision of the organization’s 
constitution and by-laws. Proposed by a 
committee, composed of Synova Anderson, 
Helen Stub and Robert Beseth, the revisions, 
as adopted, bring the constitution and by- 
laws up-to-date, clarify responsibilities of 
officers and committees, election procedures 
and payments of dues and give officers and 
members a more functional framework for 
the organization. Following the business 
meeting, librarians adjourned to the audi- 
torium for their afternoon program. 

Miss Ruth Ersted, Minnesota State Li- 
brary Supervisor and Co-Chairman of the 
AASL School Library Standards Commit- 
tee, introduced the afternoon speaker, Mary 
Helen Mahar, Specialist for School Chil- 
dren’s Libraries in the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare, Washing- 
ton, D. C. In speaking on “Implementation 
of the Standards for School Library Pro- 
grams,” Miss Mahar stressed the tremen- 
dous and revolutionary changes taking place 
in education today. The new standards are a 
significant educational landmark, said Miss 
Mahar, presenting a major contribution to the 
solution of many of our educational problems. 
In the attainment of school programs of 
high educational quality there are two basic 
ingredients, Miss Mahar continued, good 
teachers, including librarians, and abundant 


resources of well-selected materials. Citing a 
number of recent research publications, she 
emphasized the importance of strong librar- 
ies as pointed up by new trends and broad- 
ening views of the function of libraries in 
the total school program. Included among 
the publications cited were Images of the 
Future; Instructional Materials Services— 
Library and Audio-Visual, Evaluative Cni- 
teria, 1960 Edition, by the National Study 
of Secondary School Evaluation; Elemen- 
tary School Libraries Designed for Learning, 
by the National Association of Elementary 
Principals; and The Effectiveness of Librar- 
ies in Elementary Schools, Phase I, by Rut- 
gers University. It is our responsibility to 
help administrators and teachers become {a- 
miliar with these trends, Miss Mahar con- 
tinued, so that we may cut down the time 
lag between new developments in education 
and the changes in individual schools to 
meet these trends. The Standards can serve 
us as a “springboard for evaluating the uti- 
lization of library resources.” This evaluation 
of our library program and the establish- 
ment of long-range goals are our responsi- 
bility as educators—“We must be teachers, 
librarians, psychologists, curriculum experts 
and, as such, work with insight and effec- 
tiveness with others.” 

Miss Mahar’s challenging address was fol- 
lowed by a division of the audience into fif- 
teen buzz sessions to discuss and suggest 
ways of using the new standards to improve 
the library. All discussions emphasized (1) 
the importance of formulating a school li- 
brary philosophy, (2) the need to evaluate 
the present library program in the school, 
and (3) the importance of setting up a long- 
range plan of action to achieve the goals of 
a good library program. 

The meeting concluded with the adjourn- 
ment of the individual discussion groups, 
all librarians in attendance reaffirming their 
belief that “It is the right of every child and 
young person in a democratic society to 
have the resources of learning easily acces- 
sible, primarily because these resources and 
the school library program that implements 
their use constitute a fundamental part of 
the education of youth.” 

















SCHOOL LIBRARY STATISTICS 


RutuH Erstep

Once again, in accordance with a pattern 
established in 1938, the Library Division of 
the State Department of Education presents 
a compilation of school library statistics. 
The figures used in this report are for the 
school year 1959-1960 and, as in previous 
issues, all of them have been taken or com- 
piled from the figures given by the schools 
on their annual library reports. 


A glance at the summary table below 
shows that there were 491 qualified librar- 
ians out of a total of 710 serving 484 ele- 
mentary and secondary school systems; 
430,000 volumes were added to a total book 
collection in excess of four million; and the 
amount spent for library books (exclusive 
of encyclopedias, dictionaries and sets) ex- 
ceeded a million dollars, with an average 
book expenditure per pupil of $1.72.

It is possible to make some interesting 
comparisons this year with three different 
sets of figures: those recently published on 
school libraries by the U. S. Office of Edu- 
cation; the new national standards for 
school libraries, prepared by the American 
Association of School Librarians in coopera- 
tion with nineteen other professional organ- 
izations; and the Minnesota school library 
statistics for 1950-51, published in the De- 
cember 1951 issue of Minnesota Libraries. 


Public School Library Statistics, 1958-59, 
prepared by Mary Helen Mahar and Doris 
Holladay of the Library Services Branch 
and published in October 1960, presents a 
survey of centralized school libraries and 
librarians based on a selection of school dis- 
tricts with enrollments of 150 pupils and 
over. In examining these statistics it is en- 
couraging to note that Minnesota’s school 
libraries are above the norms in all cate- 


gories where comparisons are possible. Ac- 
cording to the federal estimates, 96% of the 
nation’s secondary schools and 87°% of the 
twelve grade schools have centralized librar- 
ies; in Minnesota the figure is 100% for 


both groups. 


The number of volumes per pupil in all 
centralized libraries is 5.3, while that for 
Minnesota is 6.3; the national book expendi- 
ture per pupil is $1.60, that for Minnesota 
$1.72. 

The percentage of school librarians in the 
nation with fifteen or more semester credits 
in library science was 65.9, that for Minne- 
sota 69.1. In Minnesota, the number of li- 
brarians to the total number of pupils in 
graded elementary schools is one for each 
g05 pupils; the number of qualified librar- 
ians (15 semester credits or more) per pupil 
enrollment is 1 to 1206, and the number of 
qualified librarians spending half or more

of the school day in the library is one for 
each 1377 pupils. 

In contrast to the above figures, any com- 
parison with Standards for School Library 
Programs shows an entirely different pic- 
ture. The new quantitative standards, for 
example, call for one librarian for each 300 
pupils up to an enrollment of goo, aiter 
which the basis is one for each 400. 


Also included in the national standards 
is a figure for library clerks, one for each 
600 pupils. While no attempt has been 
made to compile Minnesota statistics on 
clerks, a spot check of the 141 schools in 
Group V shows them in 12 libraries, mostly 
on a part time basis. This is a good start, 
since it represents one more way to increase 
the amount of time devoted to library serv- 
ice; it is also interesting to note that forty- 
four librarians in this same group are em- 
ployed for one or more weeks in the sum- 
mer. 


An examination of the AASL standards 
for the size of the book collections and book 
expenditures clearly shows that most school 
libraries in Minnesota or elsewhere have been 
unrealistic in their thinking about the num- 
ber of books needed for a good program, as 
well as the amount of money required to 
build and maintain such a collection. Even 
so there appears to be some encouraging 
signs: five of the 192 Minnesota school li- 
braries in Group VI (200-499) and 46 of 
the 141 schools in Group V (500-999) have 
collections of 6,000 volumes or more; and 
22 of the 45 schools in Group IV (1,000- 
1,499) have eight or more thousand vol- 
umes in their libraries. However, in the 
group with enrolments of 1,500 to 2,999, 
where each system has more than one li- 
brary, only four have 6,000 volumes or more 
in their collections. Even if we assume that 
the collections in some of these libraries are 
in need of vigorous weeding, we also know 
that not all of our school libraries are strug- 
gling to function with collections of only 
two and three thousand books. Possibly of 
more encouragement is the fact that 23 
schools spent $4.00 per pupil or more for 
books last year, the two highest expendi- 
tures being $38.86 in the new secondary 


school at Babbitt and $13.43 in the new 
Capital View Junior High School in the 
Roseville district. 

While most schools are far from the 
quantitative standards in Standards for 
School Library Programs, this is not too 
surprising since it is the function of the na- 
tional figures to point the way to the very 
good service we aim to provide in all 
schools, and not to represent the status quo, 

If the number of full time qualified li- 
brarians, the amount of the expenditure for 
books and the size of the book collection 
are not what they need to be in terms of 
today’s education program, a comparison of 
the 1959-60 statistics with those of 1950-51 
reveals that we are moving in the right di- 
rection, One hundred and twenty-six new 
positions have been added in this nine year 
period, bringing the total number of librar- 
ians to 710. In 1950 there were only 136 
qualified librarians while the figures for 
1959 included 191 people with degrees and 
390 with certification minors or a total of 
491 qualified librarians. 


However, there is little evidence to show 
that we have made comparable progress in 
improving the schedule of the librarian in 
the smaller schools or the amount of pro- 
fessional and clerical help in the larger ones. 
In Group VI, of the 66 qualified librarians 
27 were spending less than half of the school 
day in the library and only two were spend- 
ing the full day. In Group V, five schools 
had more than one librarian, but all schools 
needed at least one full time professional 
person (110 of the 146 librarians were part 
time) and among the 31 schools with en- 
rollments of 800 to 999, only four had more 
than one librarian, although one other li- 
brary had a full time clerk. 


The amount of money spent for books is 
three and a half times as large as it was nine 
years ago, an increase of three-quarters of 
a million dollars. 


This brief glance at a few statistics can- 
not furnish a complete picture of Minnesota 
school libraries. It can assure us that some 
progress is being made even though much 
more needs to be done before our objectives 
are accomplished.

News About Buildings 


At the November election, library luck on 
new buildings was divided. Nobles County 
passed an authorization for the County 
Commissioners to spend as much as $250,- 
000 on a new headquarters building for the 
Nobles County Library. But the library 
bond issue at White Bear Lake was de- 
feated by a small margin. 

Buildings already authorized, under con- 
struction or newly occupied make a grow- 
ing list. The bond issue for the new library 
building at Moorhead was passed in May, 
the plans have been completed and contracts 
were let in November for the $345,000 
building to be constructed on the corner of 
Sixth St. and Second Ave. South. It is antic- 
ipated that construction will begin in the 
spring and be completed in about a year. 

In the meantime, the Fergus Falls Public 
Library moved into its enlarged and re- 
modeled building during a three-day period 
beginning December 1. The Columbia 
Heights Public Library has moved into its 
new library building, which was presented 
to the public at an open house on Sunday, 
December 4. Both of these libraries were 
badly in need of new and larger quarters. 

The Hennepin County Library continues 
growing, with the establishment of its 
branch in the Crystal shopping center, and 
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new and much larger quarters for the St. 
Louis Park Branch which has moved away 
from the school building where it has been 
housed for so long. 

The Dakota-Scott Regional Library has 
moved its headquarters from Savage to a 
renovated former school building in West 
St. Paul. The new address is 1010 South 
Smith, West St. Paul 18. 


The new Minneapolis Public Library 
main building, which is to be occupied 
soon, will be the subject of a longer article 
in a forthcoming issue. 

A new Young Adults Library opened for 
service to all young people of Olmsted 
County in November in the Rochester Pub- 
lic Library. Mrs. Albert A. Johnson is in 
charge of the white and gold room which 
has a separate entrance on 3rd Avenue. 

Also new is the “gay cheerful” Children’s 
Library costing $26,000 occupying quarters 
vacated by the Olmsted County Historical 
Society, a service initiated in October. These 
complete an extensive program of remodel- 
ing of the lower level which gave the 
Rochester Public Library 25°94 more service 
area. 

Ramsey County Library has new Admin- 
istrative Offices at the Hamline Center, 2823 
No. Hamline Avenue. Business offices and 
catalogue departments will be housed in the 
new area, while bookmobile and patron 
services will continue at the 1333 West 
County Road B address. The huge new 
bookmobile housing 4,000 books is the pride 
of Ramsey County Library patrons. 


The Hutchinson and Litchfield public li- 
braries have both recently remodeled their 
children’s rooms. 


Increased Support 


The news is coming in of increases in 
library financial support from all over the 
state. At the November election the voters 
of South St. Paul approved an increase in 
the charter limitation on library support 
from two mills to five mills. This will make 
possible the continued growth of the library 
and its services, as well as an enlargement 
of the library building and the institution 
of bookmobile service to outlying areas of 
the city. The St. Paul charter amendment, 
also passed at the November election, pro- 
vides an additional $100,000 yearly for the 
St. Paul Public Library. 


Other developments include the establish- 
ment of a regular levy for public library 
service in Washington County which will 
double the funds available for rural services 
there; the increase of the two county levy 
for the Dakota-Scott Regional Library to 
two mills; and the establishment of a tax 
for library support at Forest Lake. 


The successful library campaigns in 
Moorhead, South St. Paul and Nobles 
County were so well planned and executed 
that we hope to be able to publish descrip- 
tive accounts of them in the near future. 


LSA Libraries 


Friends of the Norman County Library 
Services have been very active, meeting 
monthly since June, working toward a re- 
gional library for northwestern Minnesota. 
Officers are Pastor Alfred Gunderson, Twin 
Valley, Chairman; Sup’t Arnold M. Kittle- 
son, Halstad, Vice Chairman; Alvi Borgen, 
Borup, Secretary-Treasurer; and Mrs. Ma- 
rion Sarver, Ada, Publicity Chairman. The 
group, which includes representation from 
each township and village in the county, has 
shown the regional film Yours for the Ask- 
ing in every area of Norman County. The 
goal is a meeting with the Board of County 
Commissioners this spring. Myrtle Rund- 
quist, Moorhead, Clay County and Mrs. 
Cleo Thompson, Crookston, Polk County, 
Emily Mayne and Margaret Smith have 
aided in the work. 

Rice County leaders are in the process of 
organizing a group working for rural li- 
brary service in that county. Nowell Leitzke, 
Faribault Buckham Memorial Library and 
W. O. Nuernberg, Rice County Superin- 
tendent of Schools, have been serving as 
temporary co-chairmen. Monthly meetings 
have been held this fall and the movement 
is gathering momentum. 


Douglas Whittaker, Librarian, Chip- 
pewa County Library, Montevideo an- 
nounced that the Gerstenslager bookmobile 
purchased for that library had arrived in 
December. Bookmobile patrons, served dur- 
ing the first months after the organization 
of the new library by a State Library Divi- 
sion bookmobile, are very enthusiastically 
welcoming library service. 


The Sandstone Branch of the East Cen- 
tral Library held an open house on Novem- 
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ber 18. This library, closed for several 
months, reopened in quarters in the new 
City Building in Sandstone. 

Among the developments secured with 
the help of grant funds in Polk County are 
a branch for southwestern Polk County pa- 
trons at Climax, the purchase of a framed 
picture collection and a station wagon. Mrs. 
Palmer Brokke is in charge of the service 
at Climax. The new branch is open ten 
hours a week. 

A demonstration Library Division book- 
mobile visit to the Sibley County Fair at 
Arlington, manned by Margaret Smith and 
local residents, was part of the promotional 
plan of the Sibley County Library Associa- 
tion. The officers include Rev. Donald Had- 
field, Gaylord, President; O. S. Vesta, Ar- 
lington, Vice President; and Mrs. Earl Nel- 
son, Gaylord, Secretary-Treasurer. 

An average of 178 books daily in a pe- 
riod of 2% hours were circulated during 
each of the first ten days of operation at the 
new Albany Branch of the Stearns County 
Library in November. The local library, 
open three days a week, is in charge of Mrs. 
Ray Lehner. 

Chippewa County Library Board and the 
Kandiyohi County-Willmar Library Board 
recently authorized a cooperative agreement 
providing reciprocal borrowing privileges to 
all residents of their two counties. 


Victor Lawson Library 


The private library of Victor Lawson, late 
publisher of the Willmar Daily Tribune, 
has been opened as a research library in 
Willmar. An open house and visitor’s day 
was held on November 28. The library oc- 
cupies six rooms on the second floor of the 
Tribune Building in Willmar. 

The book collection is a reflection of the 
wide interests and studious life of the 
donor, and contains works in both English 
and Swedish. The library also contains 
memorabilia and art works associated with 
the Lawson family. 

Among other beneficiaries in Mr. Law- 
son’s will was the Willmar Public Library, 
of which Mr. Lawson was a long-time trus- 
tee, and to which he bequeathed $1,000.

Mrs. Dean Edlund is librarian at Water- 
town succeeding Lucille Schilling, who re- 
signed during the past year. 

The new head librarian at Columbia 
Heights Public Library is Una Hallin, a 
graduate of the University of Minnesota. 
Lucille R. Hawkins will continue on the 
staff as children’s librarian. 


Places 


Historic displays were featured at the ob- 
servance of the 50th Anniversary of the 
Webber Park Branch of the Minneapolis 
Public Library, November 7-18. Mrs. Vir- 
ginia Fitzsimmons is head of the staff of 
the library which was formerly called the 
Camden Branch. 


While many interesting reports have 
come in from all over the state of observ- 
ances of Children’s Book Week, one strik- 
ing indication of results is reported from 
Hibbing. A picture appearing in the Hib- 
bing Daily Tribune shows a long line of 
children waiting outside the Hibbing Pub- 
lic Library building for the library to open 
on the first day that the display books were 
to be circulated. More than a thousand chil- 
dren’s books were issued that one day. 
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ALA Building 


A total of $78,755.24 has been contrib- 
uted as of mid-November to the American 
Library Association headquarters building 
fund by 658 individuals, organizations, and 
firms, it has been announced by David H. 
Clift, Executive Director of the Association. 


Although no formal solicitation has been 
made to state associations, four have con- 
tributed an amount totalling $1,500. Of 642 
individual contributions which total $25,- 
661.30, the highest contribution was $1,000 
while several at $300 have been received, 
and dozens at $150. The median range of 
the personal contributions is from $30 to 
$75. 

Foundations have contributed $50,025, 
and the individual contributions have been 
received from 48 of the 50 states and Can- 
ada in addition. 


1961 Legislative Program 


The Minnesota Library Association at 
both 1959 and 1960 Conventions approved 
a six-point legislative program to be pre- 
sented to the 1961 Legislature. The bills 
necessary to effect this program have been 
drafted, reviewed by appropriate state au- 
thorities for wording and conformity to 
legal form, and endorsed by the State Board 
of Education. 


George Gardner, Director of the Anoka 
County Library, 8409 Center Drive, Minne- 
apolis 21, Minnesota, is Chairman of the 
Legislative Committee which will secure 
sponsors and coordinate support for this 
program. Approval by the State Board of 
Education permits employees of the Depart- 
ment to appear when testimony is required 
before legislative committees. 


Other members of the Legislative Com- 
mittee are: Mary Dyar, Minneapolis; 
J. Archer Eggen, St. Paul; Mrs. Thomas 
Forsberg, Coon Rapids; Marie Knutson, 
International Falls; Donald Potter, Duluth; 
Robert Rohlf, Dakota-Scott Regional; 
Myrtle Rundquist, Moorhead; L. L. Schaef- 
fer, Isanti County; Alberta Seiz, Winona; 
Erana Stadler, Owatonna; Helen Sweasy, 
Red Wing; and Helen Young, Hennepin 
County. 


The six points are as follows: 


(1) Continue the present program of “Es- 


tablishment Grants,” continuing to try 

to remove the limitation of federal 

matching. 
The first part of the program aims at 
keeping our present establishment 
grant program in operation but re- 
moving that section which makes the 
program dependent on available fed- 
eral aid. This would require an ap- 
propriation of $172,203 per annum. 


(2) Establish a new “Equalization Aid to 
Libraries” bill. Present a bill which 
would provide aid to public libraries 
(county, regional, and city libraries 
connected with a county library) on the 
following basis: 


a. If a large county or the counties in 
a regional library levy two mills on 
assessed valuation, and 


b. Proceeds of such tax do not equal 
$1.25 per capita on the population 
served, THEN 

c. The library would receive as equali- 
zation aid an annual grant of 
money necessary to make up the 
difference between the tax proceeds 
on the two mill levy and $1.25 per 
capita. 

This is the most ambitious and 
far-reaching legislation of this or 
any other program which the 
Minnesota Library Association 
has ever proposed and advocated. 
It is an attempt to do for libraries 
what the state now does for 
schools on an aid basis. If the 
local library is receiving strong 
local support yet the money avail- 
able is not adequate for minimum 
library service, the state would 
give equalization aid each year. 
This would (at least theoretically) 
promise adequate library service 
to every citizen of Minnesota. In 
practice of course it would be 
some time, if ever, before every 
county qualified and applied for 
aid. For practical purposes the 
actual amount of money needed 
in 1962 would be $181,421. In 
1963 an additional sum of $73,267 
or $254,688 would be needed. 


(3) Raise the legal limits on library tax 
levies now allowed public libraries by 
the state legislature. 
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Part three of the program is aimed 
at raising the present state imposed 
tax limitations on libraries. The pres- 
ent state laws limit the mill rate 
which may be levied for library sup- 
port for each type of governmental 
unit. This has resulted in a situation 
where an area which wishes to have 
a large and vigorous library program 
is often prohibited from doing so not 
by local choice but by state restric- 
tion. The approach to secure the 
raising of these state limitations will 
be that of local control, or let the 
people in each locality decide how 
much they are willing to be taxed 
for libraries. This requires no state 
appropriation, and is strictly permis- 
sive legislation, with the decisions 
left to local government. 

Items four, five and six are also “permis- 
sive legislation” bills which require no state 
funds but would greatly simplify some as- 
pects of library organization in Minnesota. 


(4) Continue to work for a “Regional Li- 
braries” bill which will codify and sim- 
plify the method of organizing regional 
libraries, with special provision for the 
participation of existing libraries. 

Item four would establish by law 
rather than by Attorney-General 
opinions various questions of organ- 
ization, control and rights of multi- 
county and regional library opera- 
tion. No appropriation required. 


(5) Amend the present law creating li- 
brary boards to permit the governing 


body of a city or village to change the 
number of members on their library 
board, after their initial action creating 
the library board. 
Item five would give the local city or 
village the right (if it wanted to and 
only with the consent of its library 
board) to reduce to a more workable 
number the size of the library board. 
Presently the locality may set the size 
of its board at five, seven or nine 
members, but once the size is estab- 
lished it cannot be changed. 


(6) Continue to work for legislation which 
will add libraries to those buildings 
which a county may build through 
bond issue. 

Item six is a continuing attempt to 
allow libraries to build library build- 
ings from the proceeds of a bond 
issue. While city and village libraries 
may do so, the fifty-odd year old 
county building law presently re- 
stricts counties from doing so, and 
as a result almost every county li- 
brary in Minnesota has paid for a 
building over and over again in the 
form of rent. 


This program is admittedly ambitious 
and long term. For success, it must have the 
support and work of every librarian and 
trustee in Minnesota. Without the adop- 
tion of this program, or at least the major 
ideas incorporated in it, public libraries in 
Minnesota will go backward while every- 
thing else advances. For today, those who 
stand still actually retreat.

The customary aids in the form of posters, bookmarks, mobiles, 
ad mats, and so on, are available again this year. Deadline for or- 
ders is March 31, 1961.
